5. Regarding the IDS it should be noted that none of the cited references teach 
enabling a standard Inmarsat controller and external modem to use a single standard 
Inmarsat terminal through use of diplexing means and switches controlled by an 
embedded computer, the transmit source being switched by setting of two switches as 
required by claims 2 and 10. The cited art also fails to teach the directed data 
processing including first and second modems with first and second data rates wherein 
first and second error correction schemes are manipulated so that the second data rate 
is faster than the first data rate, as required in claims 29 and 38.
